Nothing would furnish more 
relief than a popular loan ; that is, the 
issuance of bonds in small sums and at 
a low rate of interest Such bonds 
would be taken up by the masses—they 
would circulate among the people. 
They would take the place of the thou- 
sands—even millions—of dollars of cur- 
rency, and gold and silver now hoarded 
up by a frightened people, and thus 
taken out of circulation. Issue bonds 
as low as 325 or 850 at a rate of interest 
not exceeding 2 or 2 1-3 per cent and 
they would circulate as currency when 
money was scarce, and be held as an 
investment when money was plenty 
The peopje, instead of Wall street, 
would become the creditors of the gov 
eminent.

for Virtue Which W»« Not Prop- 


erly Bvltowed. 


The French nation is almost the only 


one which has attempted to encourage 
private virtue by public rewards in the 
shape of prizes; and there are many 
Frenchmen who think the system is 
not successful enough in its results to 
warrant its continuance. 
But each 


year the French academy must, under 
the requirements by which it is gov- 
erned, distribute certain of these doubt- 
ful "prizes for virtue." The Idea of a 
state reward for brave and noble deeds 
seems a worthy one, and yet the doing 
of good deeds depends so much upon 
Interior merit, and to be wholly gen- 
uine and admirable, should be so char- 
acterized by perfect modesty, that a 
public price takes off half the credit, 
Instead of making it the more con- 
spicuous. 


It is hard, too, for the academicians 


to -Judge accurately and fairly as to 
the merits of claimants for prizes. 
When a person comes to them and says: 
"1 demand the prize for noble conduct," 
they are not much inclined to take the 
boast as proof. And yet they cannot 
go about hunting out the good deeds 
of modest -people who say nothing 
about them. 


An actual occurrence some years ago 


illustrated the difficulty under which 
the distributors of the prizes labor. 
They had heard that a certain come- 
dian, Moessard by name, had rescued 
an aged woman, past seventy, from 
•tarvation in a miserable cellar, and 
had for some time .fed, clothed and 
cared for her. 


They made inquiries sufficient to sat- 


isfy themselves that the story was true, 
and then sent Moessard the prize. 


Two friends of Moessard, who knew 


all the circumstances of the affair, hap- 
pening to meet the man who had been 
so rewarded, asked him if he had in- 
deed received the prize. 


"I have," said Moessardr 
"But," they asked,'"does not the old 


woman render you some services in re- 
turn? 


"She does all she is able to do," said 


he. 


"She sweeps and scrubs your rooms, 


does she not?" 


"Yes." 
"And makes your beds?" 
"Yes," 
"And some times runs on errands for 


you?" 


"Frequently, it is true, for, in spite 


of her seventy-two years, she is spright- 
ly and alert." 


"She cooks more or less for you, no 


doubt?" 


"Yes. She cooks roast beef and legs 


of mutton admirably." 


"Indeed! Then it appears that you 


have made a hard-working house serv- 
ant, without wages, out of this aged 
woman, and you are to be rewarded for 
it with a public prize! Sir, if you ac- 
cept this honor, you are a scoundrel!" 


"So i should be," said Moessard, "if 


I had sought the reward or known any- 
thing about it; and I am at this mo- 
ment on my way to the academy to re- 
turn the gift." 


In 
the meantime, some entirely 


worthy and noble deed was going un- 
rewarded because the doer added mod- 
esty to his other merits. It is not to be 
wondered at that the French academi- 
cians begin to doubt the wisdom of a 
system of rewards_which discriminates 
only too often against the most deserv 
ing acts.—Youth's Companion.
